bury paid graceful tributes to the 
memory of Uis lute uollinigues, Right 
lion. W. II. Smith and Ri^bt Hon. 11. 
C. Koikes. He eulogized Mr llaHour'a 
administration of Irish ulVuirs, and 
then went on to say: " There is not ti 
single specie of cloud on the ISuropuau 
horizon conUmiing- within it anything 
injurious to tlio prospects of peace. It

It is Jndiibtrial competition which iu 
those day1- occupies its chancellories 
auO its diplomacies.

each other? I think I can hold out to 
England, as regards material welfare 
the most promising anticipations, so 
far as pre.sent prospects go.

various countries, 


I am afraid we must be content 
to occupy for a time a peculiar and 
isolated position. The cause of pro- 
tection only sinks to rise. The elec- 
tions in America had shown a slight 
reaction, but it has spent its force. 
The only free trade colony is Sydney, 
and that, I am afraid, no longer has an 
unspotted robe, llofore very long, I 
think we will have the ndvanlagre of 
being athauasius contra mundum of 
free trade; but no doubt a commercial 
community like England will not falter 
in its attachment to free trade, 


"I don't ascribe to free trade any 


special blame in that respect, because 
the fact is that articles respecting 
which we should have exercised pro- 
tection, if we exercised it at all, ai-o 
mainly articles of first consumption 
bearing on necessities of the whole of 
our population, which is an absolute 
guarantee that wo will never return to 
protection." 


Regarding1 the foreign policy of En- 


gland, Lord Salisbury said: 


"The policy of the government re- 


garding Egypt will not ba changed, Mr. 
Gladstone's statement at Newcastle was 
singularly unfortunate and inoppor- 
tune. It has given heart to all who 
were unfriendly to England. It has 
given pain to all who value the pros- 
perity of Egypt. England lias made 
great sacrifices, shed most precious 
blood and scattered treasure freely in 
order to rescue Egypt from the evils 
which havo overtaken her. If England 
acted alone that matter was not her 
fault 
!Now that blood has been split 


and the trcosure spent she cannot al- 
low it to bo nil swept away like last 
year's almanac and suffer Egypt to re- 
turn to the anarchy which would be a 
condition of danger to her neighbors 
Like a few years ago.''

the maxim, "In time ot peace prepare 
for war." It has always been found pre- 
paring for war after war became a neces- 
sity, or the Government had been actual- 
ly assailed, 


This disposition of the Government 


has again been 
demonstrated. 
The 


trouble in , Chili lins been at fever heat 
for 11 long time, anJ yet, when this Gov- 
ernment saw its sailors killed on the 
streets of Valparaiso it was unable to en- 
force satisfaction pending the penalty of 
laying that city in ashes within a few 
hours, 
Under the same provocation the 


naval representatives of England or Ger- 
many would have enforced such a demand 
without referring the matter to their 
governments. 
Minister Lincoln some 


tune ngo said that the standing of 
nutious at foreign courts was measured 
by the power of the several governments 
to anforoe its demands by the power of 
its unvy, nnd that by this estimate the 
United States stood fur below somo 
nations that wore otherwise unimportant. 


Hinco the Chilian affair, however, great 


activity in our nnvy yards is daily an- 
nounced. Livery war ship that can be 
made to iloat is being prepared tor sea, 
Men lire working overtime and on Sun- 
day as well. In the midst of this hurry 
and bustle comes the announcement that 
revolution IB imminent in Brnnil, which 
means that American interests in that 
republic need protection, and here we are 
an 11 nation unprepared to protect our 
own intorc)Bt9, These facts may as well 
bo admitted, humiliating as they are. 
They should teach us a lesson. They 
should ftilence tho mouths of thn would- 
be stateumon who tell us there is no dan- 
gur of war; that we ore in no need of n 
navy or conel defences, as the world fears 
no. Those assumptions are foolish anil 
nbHolulely dangerous and have been dis- 
proved hut never more emphatically thsn 
in tlio recent murder of American sailors 
by tho petty government of (jhili, 


Ot course we will come out all right in 


the oncf, but it will prove expensive and 
einharraeing, while on the other hand 
bad wo been prepared, as we should have 
boon, Cor any emergency on the coasts of 
Chili, tho dilliculty had never occurred; 
or, if it had, Chili would have been made 
to apologi/.a in a few hours. \Ve have 
failed te prolit by experience in the past. 
The (jiioation now irf, Will the present 
Iraaon do us good?

101) cents and be paid in silver dollars 
worth 70 to 80 cents. Labor would b« 
paid in silver and would have to pay in 
gold, for everything from a house to a 
horseshoe would be valued by the index 
iblo, unchangeable gold standard, not by 
the constantly changing, speculative 
silver value. 


Are farmers, mechanics and tradesmen 


ready to try the cheap money lunacy? Is 
the party which espouses such a heresy 
worthy of trust? This will be one ot the 
two great issues in the next Congress 
and in tho Presidential campaign.

prisoners to Joliet lost night. 
He will 


delay the journey B week or ten days. 
Why? Because 20 prisoners in custody 
Attempted to escape from the jail last 
evening, or had laid their plans to "fly 
;he coop" daring the night, which was all 
the same to Perl. Luckily he discovered 
ihe game in time, and quietly changed 
iis plans and remained at home to per- 
'orm on the newly tuned parlor piano and 
teep on eagle eye on the jail birds. This 
'as the way of it. Daring the day the 


prisoners managed by main force or filing 
,o detach one of the heavy iron doora 
rom one ot the cells. It weighs nearly 
200 pounds. This door the prisoners car- 
ried to a point near the front of the prison 
and hoisted it to o point about on a level 
with the floor of the landing of the sec 
md tier ot cells. It was so fixed as to 
ssnupe ordinary scrutiny. The plan was 
o wait until night, and then let the door 
drop at an angle on the stone floor below, 
nraok a hole in the floor, and escape from 
he prison through the basement out of 
me of the basement windows or through 
he kitchen. 
But the misplaced door 


was discovered late in the evening and 
he scheme was exposed by one of the 
"onfiding jail birds who had no band in 
he game Irat was quick to tell the story 
when the sharp eyes of tho Sheriff and 
he turnkey checked the plans. Bad the 
cheme been carried out there would have 
wen a great surprise in store for the jail 
lirds and possibly two or three cases of 
Irowning. The point selected by the 
ohemers to drop the door is directly 
Dver the jail cistern, which is eight feet 
n diameter walled up to the floor of the 
ail, and said cistern is nearly full ot 
water. Had the opening been made, the 
risoners m their eagerness to escape 
would have jumped down through the 
rack only to find themselves in eight 
eet ot water with a thick wall all around 
ind no means of escape from the cistern 
xcept up through the hole in the floor,

glad now that their plans miscarried. 


As a punishment for the attempted 
ail-break the Sheriff will keep the sen-

etnrned.

The Kaolin Deposit* in Southern 


Illinois— The Bemedy for 


Bad BoadB. 


The discovery of the large beds ot 


Kaolin in southern Illinois is attraatiag 
a great deal ot attention, and a proposi- 
tion has been made which is regarded 
with much favor. As is well known, tha 
question of a material for roads is one 
that has long been carefully and anxious- 
ly considered, and tbe problem of a cheap 
and good material still remains unsolved. 
Investigations that have been made indi- 
cate that in the new clay beds the long- 
sought road material was to be found. 
Several railroads have been using burnt 
olay as a substitute for rock ballasting. 
Tha olay could be procured without 
much cost and the expense of burning it 
would be slight. The material is imper- 
vious to rain and almost solid. The rail- 
roads prefer it, it is said, because no 
weeds grow in it and it absorbs the water 
readily, keeps the track dry and solid, 
and the dust arising from it is not suffi- 
cient to be annoying. Tbe experiment is 
worth trying, for central and southern 
Illinois roads are "hard roads to travel" 
the greater portion of the time during the 
winter season, and all country markets 
and city grain nnd. stock markets suffer 
lu consequence.

Attorney-General Hunt 
gives it as his opinion unofficially that in 
cases where no intention of change of 
residence has been declared or where it 
can be shown that a pntieut was insane 
at the time ot his admission to the home 
he should be sent back to the county 
whence he came to be committed to tbe 
insane hospital as a citizen of that county

sickness is supposed to be due to either 
an abscess or u tumor in the lower right 
side of the abdomen.
